it was feared she would not be abio^ 
to attend the trial at all. Jlrs. Evelyn 
Thaw win not bo offered as a witness 
until some time next week. All of the 
indications 30 far have been that 
District Attorney Jerome will make a 
desperate light to have her testimony 
ruled out. Counsel for the defense 
are confident, however, that It will be 
allowed to go on now that they have 
entered a formal specification of in- 
sanity in connection with the plea of 
not guilty. 

The elder Mrs. Thaw figured indirect- 
ly In the evidence taken today. A 
letter written by her in 1881 to the 
master of the little Pennsylvania school 
where her son was a pupil, was identi- 
fled by the master and road to the jury.

May it Please Your Honor — I have \ 
the honor to submit for your consid- 
eration my report on a special mis- 
sion to Engand in connection with 
the bin recently before the imperial 
parliament, having for Its object the . .

the Dominion of Canadii to the various; . i 
provinces. My- visit, as you axe aware,-:/ ' 
had specialVrefereiioe';to 'the terms; bt^ 
the bill In question, by which it W£^^ ' 
proposed to make the settlement 
"final and unalterable," and I was 
entrusted by your honor to proceed to 
London and lay before His Majesty's

called upon the Hon. R. W. Scott, 
secretary of state, and requested that 
I be given the credentials necessary 
to place mo in .official communica- ; . 
tion witli thai secretary of state for 
the cononies. These I received on the 
day following, and leaving Ottawa the 
same afternoon, I sailed from St. John, 
X. B.. on April 19, arriving in London 
Saturday, the 27th day of .\pril. 

On the following Tuesday I visited 
the colonial office and requested the 
favor of an interview with Lord Elgin, 
secretary of state for the colonies. . 
This was arranged for Friday, the/- 
3rd day of May; and upon that day I 
waited upon HI^ Lordship, presented 
my credi^ntlals, as well as.v.the peti- 
-tlon which accompanies this 'report, 
and after, for the further information 
of Ilia Lordship, sent to the colonial 
office copies of the reports of the 
various delegations from the govern- 
ment of British Columbia to Ottawa, 
and the report of the inter-provincial 
conference at Ottawa of 1906, 

In the course of this interview I 
set forth as fully as possible the posi- 
tion of Britisli Columbia with regard 
to the case for special treatment by 
the Dominion, and particularly point- 
ed out the hardship that would be in- 
flicted upon the province If the pro- 
posed grant from ' the -Dominion of 
$100,000 per annuni for ten years 
should 'be pronounced by^the. Imperial 
pnjrtlament ■ Iril the Britls'h North 
America act as a "filial and unalter- 
able" settlement of the special claims 
of this province. 

I made it clear to his lordship that 
while I realized that no act of parlia- 
ment could be regtirded as "final and . 
unalterable" in its effect, yet tho'uslng 
of such words in the text would soem ■ 
to exjDross an Intention on the part of -. 
the Dominion parliament and of a ma- 
jority of the governments of tlio prov- 
inces of Canada, again,-^t which the 
government, legislature and people of 
British Columbia were resolutely op- 
posed, and that if allowed to remain 
would bo prejudieal in the extreme to 
tlie iiope of tlie tiue.stion of our special 
claim ever being .-igain opened up. 

On Monday, the Gtli day of May, I 
met, by aiipoiiitment, Rl'r, Winston 
Cluirelilll,- i\I. P,, parliamentary under- 
secretary of state for tlie colonies, and 
had a long conversation v.'itli him and 
v.'Ith Sir Francis J, Ilojiwood, perman- 
ent undor-sf cretary of state for tho 
colonies, dealing with tiie subject of 
my nils.sion, 

I met Sir Wilfrid Laurier. prime 
minister of Canada, in London on two 
occasions \vitli ,a view to amicable set- 
tlement of the dirriculty by agre^^ment 
but he was unwilling to accept any 
modification in the text of the bill. 

During the next few weeks further 
interviews took place with the oflcials 
of the colonial oflce. ^ 

With reference to the various ' dls- 
ciisslbiis T^''had:' d the subject: of my 
mission, I found that tho feeling at ' 
first prevailed that as the Dominion , ( 
parliament and the governments of 
the provinces of Canada, With the sin- 
gle exception of that» of Britls'h Colum- 
bia, had asked for the bill in the form 
proposed, the Imperlfil parliament was 
bound to respect their wished and give 
them effect, Otherwise it would ap- 
pear as an interferonco in tho domes- :

Tim matters to 
which it lias invited tlie attention of 
the House are all of a nature Li.al 
shows a detet-mlnatlori'^to keep pace 
\y.lth the growth of ~the' province. The 
rMf erenCQ jto irrlg-ation is a feature of 
?tfle' Speech, in v.-hlcli tlie Colonist 
takes a special pride, for we believe 
this paper has the lionor of having 
given expression before any other 
i j^^urnal or any y public man to the 
'opinion that a. .sy.stem of irriga- 
tion on . a comprehensive scale 
.should at niice. l)e adopted as ,a 
part of tlie policy of the govern- 
ment. Almost Irnmedlately ..after the

Both sifjes of the House be- 
ing thus committed to the idea, there 
w&B unanimity , yvhen tlje, goverpme^nt 
brought' down its preliminary' ''Tiro-' 
posal. During the recess Mr. Fulton, 
Chief Commissioner of Lands and 
Works has devoted a great deal of at- 
tention to and secured ^competent ex- 
pert advice upon this exceedingly im- 
portant subject. The Commission 
which has investigated the subject, 
doubtless has much useful Information 
collected, and wo anticipate that when 
the matter comes formally before the 
Houno, there will be a very interest- 
ing discussion. The legislature pro- 
pcsed is fundamental in character. It 
win deal with the distribution of 
water. This is a matter of no small 
aifflculty, , for there; are many old 
water -records, which may have to be 
affected in some W^^y, although upon 
tills point we are lirilnformed.. 

Tlio matter of provincial surveys is 
every year becoming more important. 
The extent of the unsurveyed areas 
in the province, is very large, and 
until they have been surveyed they 
are substantially clo.sed to .settlement. 
The one thing which has been want- 
ing In this province, is information 
regarding the unoccupied areas. Com- 
plaint is very often made that the 
OfflotalB In -the Lands and Wolks De- 



dlaiiy endorsed by the House and the

We assume that the proposed meas- 
ure in regard to immigration will bo 
along the lines , of the ;,Nate^ 
slbly no immediate results will fol- 
low from the reenactment of such a 
statute. for the Dominion govern- 
ment wUl^ undoubtedly dls.aUow it;

Salaries of 
public officials in this province arc 
^ot large^ and there is_ .a constant 
tendency upon the pairt-'of ' competent 
men to seek employment in lines where 
the remuneration is higher and there 
is some prospect of getting together 
something' that', w.tli. 'be serviceable in 
old agel The cost of' the living of 
public officials is necessarily high. 
They have to live up to a certani 
standard, iind their salaries as a rule 
arc not sucli as would justify a young 
man of ability in settling down for 
lifei.ln a government oflice; With a 
superannuation allowance assured, not 
as a matter of charity, but as a mat- 
ter of contract between him and the 
government, the whole situation will 
be altered, and the-quality of the pub- 
lic service will be benefited.

The Preservation of ^ppd 
Although by the Steaming process 
good results have been- Obtained in the 
treutuieiit of timber for its preservation 
particularly with open-grained iiiid

that tho expulsion of moisture from the 
inttu lor oC the wood is not so-Important 
as the expulsion of air, and this latter 
is more dilTlcult. Air seasoning is 
much to be jireferrcd to steaming when 
it can be adijpted, but the time required 
Is often prohibitive. One very serious 
fiuilt In tho past has boon to pay , too 
little heed to the climatic condition' Of 
the district in which the treated timber 
was to bo used. As to the effect of tho 
Irentnient of timber on Its strength. 
P>-ofessor "W. Hendrlck Hatt, 'M.AM.Coc. 
C.l':., has come to the conclualon that (1) 
a hlBli degree of steaming is injurious 
to wood. The .•degree: of steaming at 
which pronounced harm results will de- 
pend upon tho nuallty of the wood, and 
its degree of seasoning on the pressure 
(temperature) of steam and the dura- 
tion of its application. For lob-lolly 
pine the limit of safety is certainly 30 
lb per square inch for four hours or 20 
lb. for six hours. (2) The presence of 
zinc chloride will not weaken wood un- 
der static loading, altbongli tlu! Indica- 
tions are that the wood becomes liritlle 
under impact. (») tho presence of creo- 
sote will not weaken wood of, itselt, 
sliit^e apparently it is present only in 
tho openings of tho culls, and does not 
get into the cell walls, its action can 
only be to retard the seasdning of the 
wood.— Belfast Whig^

stitute and create a new modal to bo 
awarded for such acts of gallantry: 

1. It is ordained that the medal shall 
be of two classes which shall be de- 
signed and styled "The,J!dward Medal 
of the First Class" and-^'The Edward 
Medal of the Second Gloss." 

2. It la ordained that the Edward 
MedW ol.,the first class shall consist 
of a circular medal of silver with our 
effigy oh the obverse, and on the re- 
verse a design representing the rescue 
of a miner, with the Inscription "for 
courage." 

3. It is ordained that the Edward 
Medal of the second class shall con- 
sist of a circuar medal of bronze of a 
similar desi.tjn. 

Fourth; V — it is ordained that the 
medals shall laily be awarded to those 
of our i'aithful sub.iects and others 
who, in saving or endeavouring to 
save the lives of others from perils in 
mines and quarries within our domin- 
ions and i!i territories under our pro- 
tection or jurisdiction, have i;ndanger- 
ed lliuii- own lives, and tiiat such 
award shall be made only on a re- 
conimendation to us by our principal 
secretary of state for the home de- 
partment. 

Fltthb — It is ordained tliat tlie 
names of tliose upon wliom we may 
be pleased to confer either of these 
dec(]rations shall be published In the 
f.ondon Ga'..:ette, and that a register 
thereof shall he ke])t In the olllce of 
our principal secretary of state for the 
home tlepartmeiil. 

Si.\thly — It Is ordained that each 
medal shall be suspended from the 
left breast and the riband, of an Inch 
and three-eighths in width, shall be 
dark blue with a narrow yellow stripe 
on eith.er side: Provided that when 
the n^edal is awarded to a. woman it 
sliall 1)0 worn on the left shoulder, sus- 
pended from a riband of the same 
width and color, fashioned into a bow. 

Seventhly— rit Is ordained that any 
act of gallantry which is worthy of 
recognition by the award of the Ed- 
ward* Medal, but is performed by one 
upon whom the decoration has already 
been conferred may, on a recommenda- 
tion to ns by our principal secretary 
of state for the home department, be 
recorded by a bar attached to the 
riband by which the medal is sus- 
pended; and for every such additional 
act an additional bar may be added. 

Eighthly — In order to make such 
provision as shall effectually preserve 
liuro these most honorable decor- 
iitions. It Is ordained that if any per- 
son, on whom either of such decor- 
ation.s is conferred be guilty of any 
Clime or disgraceful conduct which, in 
onr Juiigmeiit, disqualllles him for the 
same, his name slitill, by an especial 
warrant under Gur Roj'al Sign Manual, 
be forthwith I'l-ased fi-om the register 
of those upon whom tlie said decor- 
ation sliall have been fHuifeircd and 
his medal shall be fort'eited. And 
ev(,.|'y iier.son to whom the said med.al 
Is Klven sliM-lI, liefori; reis>ivlng the 
same, enter into :i affreoment to re- 
turn the same, if his name shall be 
so crasefl as aforesaid under ttils 
re.i^lilatlon. it Is hereby further de- 
clared, tliat we, our heirs and succes- 
sors, shall be the sole judges of the 
clrc.umstanens demanding such for- 
feiture. Moreover, we shall at all 
times have power to regrant a modal 
to any jiorson whose moda,I may at 
any time have been forfeited, 
the thhieenth day of July, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and seven. In the 
and nine hundred and seven, In the 
seventh year of our reign.

In this 
case it .appeared that Tamburlno was 
the lessee of a'n -hotel In Vancouver 
owned by Mitchell, and had given a 
contract to one Morton for certain 
construction work. Tossell also wis 
Inatructed to do some work, and ho 
was suing fer payment, his contention 
being that the work he did was sep- 
arate, and apart from that contained 
in Morton's contract. The defendant 
Tamburlno asserted tliat the work or 
part of it was Included in Morton's 
contract, and that Tossell should look 
to him for payment. 

Couuty Court Judge Grant gave 
judgment for the plaintiff, and ap- 
peal was taken on the ground that 
Morton should have been a party to 
tlie suit, and that the trial judge in I 
his judgment did not find as a fact | 
iaow much of the worli on account ol 1 
whicli lie ordered payment was out- 
side the' contract, or whether all of 
it was, with the result tliat the de- j 
fendant might iind himself In the pre- j 
dican-ieut of having to pay twice for | 
the same work. On these: grounds a j 
new trial ^ya.'^ ordered, tiiough the lien 
obtained by the plaintiff again.st tlio | 
owner's interest in the building as 
well as against Tambvn'ino's lease will 
stand. Rub;e Keid, K. C, of Van- 
couver, apiieared for the appellant 
and Harold Robertson for the re- 
spondent. 

The rest of the day was taken up 
v.'itU arguments in tlic case of Lock- 
hart va tiie Yorkshire Guarantee Com- 
pan.v, an appeal from a judgment of 
the Chief Justice's. The action is one 
for the redemption of a mortgatre 
after the property had been sold under 
the power of sale contained in the in- 
strument, Mr. Deacon appearing for 
the plaintiff appellant, and E. P. 
Davis, K. C, for the defendant re- 
spondent. 

The plaintiff, it appears, was ori- 
ginally In the undertaking business in 
partnership with W. J. Hanna, of this 
citj-, and on dividing the partnership 
assets received as jjart of hia share 
a lot in Vancouver. This lot, with 
another piece of property owned by 
an indeiiendent party, was covered by 
one mortgage held by the defendant 
company, which the iilaitlff agreed to 
pay. After 189G the interest fell into 
arrears and arrangements were made 
by whlc,h the defendants collected the 
rents and applied them to 'paying off 
the Indebtedness. In the meantime the 
plaintiff went to Rpssland. and .while 
there Mr. Farrell, . m^mager tar', t,he 
Yorkshire wrote hini in September, 
1907, asking him to send blm a defed 
to property as' he. Kad a oIian6e ito ^ell 
it, and the plaintiff appearied to have 
given up all hope of redeeming the 
mortgage. This JLockJtatt declined Jto 
do vwthout ktfSwing' more about wKkt 
the price was going to be, adding that 
he -BtUl hoped the'tlct^^WDuld turn, and 
that he .would'be able to pay off the 

saying that he intended to sell any- 
how, and enclosing a notice that .he 
was going to exorcise his power of 
sale in case ho did not sign the deed 
iiR requested. December.. S, 1899 the 
defendant entered into an agreement" 
to sell the property, and September 7 
released the otlier piece of property 
Included in the mortgage to the owner 
of the equity redemption. January 11, 
1902, tho defendants served a second 
notice that they were about .to exer- 
cise their power of sale on the de- 
fondant, and some correspondence en- 
sued between them and the plaintiff's 
solicitors, who tried in vain to get 
more Information as to wiiat was go- 
ing on, though they received a' state- 
ment showing that on a sale on a 
basis of $1,200 the plaintiff was still 
I .some ?14 in debt. Lockhart soon 
j afterwards moved to tho pr;urles, and 
I sub.sequoiitly had to go to California 
tor his health, returning in the spring 
of 130C, when after nialcing some en- 
quiries and lindiiig tliat the property 
had been sold to some one else lie 
brought suit to recover his equity of 
redemption. 

Jlr. Deacon argued that an insuf- 
ficient notice of the exercise of the 
power of sale had boon given on tiie 
grounds that: First, tlio original 
notice sent was not signed, citin.tr 
authorities on the point. Second, that 
tho notice purported to be signed by 
an agent iii.slcad of b.y the mortgagee 
as i-iKiuired liy statute. Tiiird, that 
it \\-as not a pruiier notice in that it 
was conrlitidiial em hlis refusal to sign 
the deed enclosed. i'Ynirt.h, that there 
I was not sulliclent proof that tlieplain- 
tlif ever received the notice, he liav- 
inf,' no recollection of reeeivlrig It 
tliough it was sent by reghstcred mall, 
b'lfth, tliat tho lirst notice was waived 
by the demand for payment sent on 
January 2, v/liich was followed by 
the second notice. 

He argued further that the whole 
notice was a sham in tliat It subse- 
(luently transpired that tlie projierty 
was already sold, and that tlu; de- 
fendants had shown bad faith in their 
ctipacity of mortgagee by witliliolding 
information tiskod for as to what was 
going on and by misleading the plain- 
tiff. Ho also contended that the sale 
to Ixieman, who bought the property, 
was not .good because the mortgagees 
therein I'epresentftd themselves to bo 
the owner.s of the property, the pur- 
chaser taking their word for it, and 
not scarchin.y: the title. He urged that 
this agreement of sale v.'as on Its face 
Ineonslsteut with the f;icts, and could 
not be maintained agaiiu;t the plain- 
tiff, e-rpecially as tlio jiropcrty was 
sold on credit, whlcli was beyond tho 
powers of a mortgagee unless tlie 
mortgagor wore credited with tho full 
amount of tho mortgage. He also 
raised the tephnioalnolnt that by re- 
leasing part of th^aecurlty covered 
by the mortgfiee without consent or 
authoi'laatlori by 'the terms of the 
mortgago .they, hftd Jost tholr right to 
eintorco their Sov^iiants as against tho 
reniainder.--, 

Mr. DaylH, .'who had not concluded 
his argument . when the court rose,' 
addrossdd hlihself mainly to the facts 
ye.slorday. These were, he.Sftld. that 
tho plaintiff fell into arrear&,. aad-.Was 
admittedly unable to redeem tho rabrt- 
gago. Ho let tho property go for 
years, and. coming laack when real 
estate was booming in Vancouver 



He 
had been given ample opportunity to 
save the property, but had not avail-: 
ed himself, of It. He said that .the?e

Ac- 
cordingly aFrarigeirients were made so 
that tho pr6pei>ty?jCould be reconvey- 
ed if LockhartHpbk advantage of the 
opportunity 'Offered htm, and a sec- 
ond , notice was served on him per- 
sonally. The manager of tho York- 
shire was a little uncertain as to the 
legal position of affairs, and so de- 
clined to glvo information as request- 
ed, a course in which, counsel said, 
he was perfectly justified.

The clerk 
referred to had since, , however, re- 
turned to Vancouver," and the first 
inotico had been fully proved at the.

He proposes that after the age of 
fourteen the school course shall be- di- 
vided. Those who wish shall pursue 
the High school course, which Is a 
preliminary to a university educa- 
tion. Those who must. In the future, 
earn their living by hand labor will, 
in the schools, have an opportunity to 
aciiuire a trade in the four years that 
vvili be devotetl to ihi.-i course. 

In this .school of meclianleal indus- 
tries the pupil would while he Is learn- 
ing a trade stud\' niaihematles, draw- 
ing, natural seiiMiee, the bistor.\' of in- 
dusU'ie.s ot coininerei', of social and 
political institutions and of business 
I'higllsh. 

After four yoar.s of such training 
I'roi'. llanns expects that the youn.g 
men or WDiiie'ii will be able to take 
their iilaees In worlishop or fuctiu'y 
tully equipped for their work. This 
technical education will, in his oiiln- 
lon, ;idd to the nation a body of skill- 
ed mechanics, as well as llioroughly 
trained and well educated men and 
women.

DISTRIBUTION OF CHARITY 



In an article on the London poor, 
the iVIontreal Oa'/ietto says that there 
is a great deal of harm done by in- 
discriminate charity. It says: 

"In this respect the London Times 
gives some Interesting extracts from 
reports of guardians dealing with the 
work of shelter's and cKeap lodging 
houses, which are declared to be noth- 
ing more than the rendezvous of the 
workers and the unemployable, the 
mecca of degraded and frayed out 
humanity and important feeders of 
the guardians' establishments. One 
of the most notorious and most ob- 
joctionablo of thcKO places in the eyes 
of the guardians is Medland Hall, 
which i.s maintained by the London 
c;ongregational LJnion, and which the 
Times declares is "Icnown and rcga»d- 
od Willi affection by the tramp class 
throughout tlie country." Each ap- 
iilicant tor admission is given half a 
liound of bread and butter, with extra 
fare on Sundays and concert nights. 
No labor task is imposed "by which 
men would be hindered in their search 
for Nvork." In 190G no les.s than 123,- 
■112 peojile partook of the hospitality 
of the place, an average ot" almost .'MU 
a nlf^lit. Those men wore turned out 
at 1 o'clock in the morning to look 
for worli. shilling a week, it i.s 
slated, will, at this rdace, provide a 
man with a comfortable bod, give him 
one substantial meal a day and make 
him practically independent of work 
e.vcept as a means of supplying his 
thirst. Medland'Hall and other places 
of the kind are> maintained by chari- 
tably disposed people, >-who, unfor- 
tunately, in, ^theEwifflnion of Mr. Lock- 
wood,. the inspeotpr.'jfor Stepney, do 
not realize that '.'true charity is not 
exemplified In the haphazard meth- 
ods proviilling and that charity, to be 
effective, must be, but vicarious, not 
persoiKil, and often, hi the best inter- 
ests of Us subject, accompanied liy 
Hteriines.s." Tlii.s Is the professional 
view, not the humanitarian.

GERMANY'S QROWN PRINCE 

Frederick William, Prince of iE»rus- 
sia and Crown Prince of the German 
Empire, is now in his twenty-sixth 
year, and the persistent rumors of his 
father's failing health have attracted 
mucii attention to lilm of late, both in 
Germany and abroad. 

The Crown Prince is tall and slight, 
with sallow complexion and a quiet, 
serious expression of countenance. Ho 
has nothing of the drill sergeant in his 
carriage and bearing, and looks less 
like the average llohenzollern than 
his younger brothers, particularly the 
second bn.itber, i:iti'l ]''vit>;, who is so 
beloved Ij.v tiie Borliuers. 

Keen at Cannes wliere ho spent iiiucii 
time ill liis younger da.ys, whicli was 
also the scene of his courtship of 
Princess f.'ecile of Mecklen'jurg, tho 
Crown Princo in tennis flannels or 
yachting dn.'ss looked like an (^verj- 
day American college man 011 his va- 
cation. Like his father, he was edu- 
cated b.v prU'ate tutors, and attended 
Bonn University for .'-le. eral terms, 
wiicre lie w-on the friendship of profes- 
sors and studi>iits alike by his friendly 
democratic ways. 

111.5 marriage to the Princess Cccile 
was not arranged by his father, nor 
was it received by the conqueror of 
Bismarck 'with unmixed approval. The 
Duchess of Mecklenburg, the mother 
of the Crown Princess, was a famous 
beauty in her day, and Is still a woman 
of inagnlflcent presence and of great 
force of character and of power In any 
direction In which she cares to exert 
it. She is a Busslan by birth, and 
since the death of her husband resides 
almost continually in Paris or Cannes, 
Her appearance at the christening of 
the first jjorn child ot her daughter and 
the Crov/n Prince and tho ea.sy way in 
which she took entire charge of the 
ceremony, despite the evident wishes 
of tho Kinperor and Empress, is one ot 
the amusing stories with which in 
conlldence European diplomats enter- 
tain tlicir friends.

PLAYS BRILLIANT GAME 



••^ppre'Giation of Arnaud Massy 

Whose Remarkable Rise 
}, Was Feature of Year 



' Reviewing golt In 1907, "Nlbliek," in 
tlio Sporting and Dramatio, lias somo 
Ihtorestlng rtMiiarlcs to malce on the rise 
ol' Arnaiid Massy, tho open champion of 
the yeuv. Ho says in part:

To 
the outside world he was sonidnvhat an 
unknown factor, but one or two men 
ill that field of fine players knew how 
Kreally he waK to be dreaded.

Such a judge of the game 
as Den Sayers has always been firm in 
his alleglanco to tho J.'renchman, and he, 
perhaps, above all men, must have been 
grutlfipd with the happenings at Hoy- 
liiki-.

' For sonie reason or other the cham- 
pion did not play in what may bo termed 
as far as the professionals are con- 
cerned, an even bigger event than tho 
championship itself, namely, the big 
tournament promoted,by..the-jNewa of the 
World. This was vrQtx, \yy: James Braid, 
and the Scotchman, who was certainly 
none too well at Hoylake, where the 
championship was played, was eager to 
arrange a big money matcli witli Massy, 
but tile men could not quite agree upon 
the terms, and . nothing: came ot It. In 
the meantimei.vMassy. continued his win- 
ning career by annexing the French 
championship ,ln which Braid once again 
had to acknowledge defeat. Still tho be- 
lievers in the ex-elianipion were not 
satisfied, and they .still continued to 
argue that the f^nglishman would win 
whenever a hole match could bo ar- 
ranged. At the end of the year this 
much-desired event was brought to a 
head on- tho links of the Cinque Ports 
club at Do;ii, and thongli the game was 
only an exhibition one, the men were as 
keen as if one tiiousand pound.s were at 
stake. This vast keenness of the pair 
engaged transmitted itself to the spec- 
tators, Jind in London the result of the 
great match was iilmost as oftgerliy 
awaited as tho news in connection with 
the test matcli in Australia. Nor was 
there any bligliting of high hopes as re- 
gards the display of golf. Both were 
brilliant in turn, though Braid's bril- 
liancy came first, and ho was doing so 
well when tlio ninth liole was readied 
that it looked as the day of reckoning 
with Mass}-, so long sought for, had 
at length arrived. At one time during 
the' first i-ound Br.aid was .T^ctiially four 
up, but this did not seem to in any 
way depres.'i his "volatile" opponent, 
who was probably saying to himself: 
"Tt is .after all only a game." This 
iight-hearteduess, however, did not for 
one instant cause Massy to relax his ef- 
forts: on tho contrary, he ,s'tti<^. to his 
man with most commendable tenacity of 
purpose. His reward came sooner, per- 
haps, thnn he .anticln.ated, for towards 
the finlsli of tho first round Braid's 
short game became a trifle weak, and 
Massy at once pounced upon nml beg.an 
retrievincr his lns.ips. To such purpose, 
indeed, did he play that wlion a halt 
was called foi- luncheon Braid was only 
one up. and It was naturally anybody's 
niiitch. The champion started in rare 
form in the. afternoon, and at once liv 
really hiilliant golf drew level. A^ter 
thill there was no holding him. his 
iiiashie shots l)eing a revelation, which 
those who saw them are not likely soon 
to forget. And liis putting was pr.'ic- 
ticMlly up to ttie same good standard, 
it Is not a very wonderful thing thiit 
our representative suffered defeat. 
Bursting witli confidence. Massy seemed 
to Juggle with the ball and compel it to 
answer all his requirements. So things 
went on until the end came at the sev- 
enteenth hole, when Massy was two up.

Is basketball, which is becoming so 
popular in Victoria, a good form of 
exercise ■for the average man? Dr. C. 
W. Hetherington, director of athletics 
at the Unl'verslty Of; MlBSQuM, says it 
Is very doubtful, v '^'' -.o: ■ ' ' 

"For tho strong' mani "Who' is not of 
a nervous temperment/! 'aays Dr. 
Hetherington, ''basketball is an ideal 
exercise, if not indulged 'In excessively. 
For the man or 'woman of nervous 
temperment, however, basketball Is too 
strenuous. 

"Why'.' The reason is briefly this: 
Basketball Involves more nervous 
strain tlian any other form of exorcise, 
not oven except4Ki<j I'ootball. Now 
it is one of the fundamentals of tho 
science of physical culture that ner- 
vous strain is to be avoided. An ex- 
orcise should Involve as little thinking 
and as much use of the largo volun- 
tary muscles as possible. Basketball 
involves too much thinking. 

"It is for this reason that I abol- 
ished the woman's basketiJull team a 
few years ago. After several years 
of experiment we found that those 
girls that made tho 'varsity basket- 
ball team invariably broke down ner- 
vously before they left scliool or im- 
mediately afterwards. Women should 
not be allowed to play match games 
of basketball where the rivalry is at 
all intense. ■ A nervous girl should not 
-be. allowed to play baslcetball at all." 

Dr. Hetherington holds to the theory 
•that, "organic development" is the aim 
of exercise. "Oreanjo development" is 
the development 'ofr all. the functioning 
powers of the body,;, especially, the 
lungs, liver, heart and digestive v or- 
gans. The development i of -ttie volun- 
tary muscles on which bo many train- 
ers lay stress, is of-mo more, import- 
ance than the strengthening of tlie in- 
voluntary muscles, Hetherington holds. 

Tho exercises which secure the best 
development of all tho powers of the 
body are those that involve the most 
respiration, perspiration and action 
of the larger muscles. V,'ith regard 
to all these things basketball is per- 
haps tlio best form of exercise \v,o 
have. But one other thing must be 
taken into consideration. If any form 
of exerglsc involves too much ner- 
vous expenditure it is likely to bo 
more harm than benefit to a nervous 
individual. 

"Another class of pcr.qons who 
should not pl.i.y bcskethuU.' sx-vj;,4 Dr.. 
Hetherington, "are those with 'Kvcak 
hearts. Every -studen* who plays 
basketball in this university must 
first liavo lii;; lieart examined. It is 
extremely dangerous for a person with 
any heart trouble to take such violent 
exercise. 

"Although it is not generally known, 
one of the principal values of basket- 
ball for tiio .strong man of healthy 
nerves is the 'natural massage' the 
player gets from jumping up in the 
air and stopping down quloltly. This 
natural massage is the shaking up of 
the internal organs consequent to such 
an exercise. It "results in a strength- 
ening ot the organs and of their con- 
necting tissues. For this reason bas* 
ketball should be encouraged among 
those iihysically able to play it ■with- 
out harm, as well as for its value for 
organic dcvelnpment."

Wreckage, seemingly from iffe Brit-' 
ish ship Hartiield of Liverpool, which 
left ViUparaiso S4 daj-s ago' In- bal- 
last for Port Tovvnsend under charter 
to load wheat at Tacoma for Balfour, 
Guthrie & Co., has been washed ashore 
near Estevan point, Hesquoit, on tiie 
west coast of Vancouver island. The 
finding of theH^wreckag^rindlcates t4»at, 
the decks of the '^iBrltlsh' sailer . have 
been washed,, some cabins wrecked and 
deck gear carried away, at least, if 
worse has not befallen 'the vessel in, 
the recent storms off the island coast. 
The news reached the city by v.'ay of 
the iiewiy established wireless tele- 
graph stations of the marine depart- 
ment. The wreckage was found by 
Antoino Lucivovitch, storekeeper at 
Hesciuoit, to whom Indians reported 
that wreckage was being washed, 
ashore on the rocky coast near the, 
west coast village. It consisted oi; 
cabin fittings, doors, belto, lifeboat 
fittings, and otlier wrecJcage, and in- 
cluded a small Imitation lifebelt such 
as are used for the ornamentation of 
ship's cabins, marl;ed in pencilled let- 
tering "Hartiield, Liverpool." The 
storekeeper reported tiic finding of the 
wreckage to the wireless telegrapii 
operator at Estevan point, the mo.=,t 
westerly of tlie government stations, 
who communicated tlie news to the 
operator at Pacliena point, who in turn 
informed Supt. E. J. Hauglitpn of tlio 
local station, and the ppefatpr at 
Tatoosh, , jv'hose station'- after ' being 
out of business for repairs for a few

J. The next' annual meeting of the 
' British Columbia Fruit Growers' as- 
sociation will be aelcl in A'^lctoria. Tiiis 
^yas deciclad upon at the evonlng ocs- 
eion held in tlie committee room at 
the city hull on Wednesday nlglit, and 
AgaEsiz was decided upon lor the 
lioldiiig ot t.ie next quarterly meeting, 
Oratibrook foct-' thes-^secondft and New 
■Wesitminister .for ;'^e ithlrd Huartei-ly 
meeting. ■ . . . ; , 
• Highways' and the Fruitgrowers. 

■ The principal feature of the nicot- 
, Ing was tho address delivered , by C. l'\ 

Sprott as follows: 

• "The Kiibject of transportation li;t« 
been discussed on nunierou occa- 
sions by this association, in its rela- 
tion to the railway and tramway scn-v- 
ioe. But, as' far as I know, this as- 
sociation has not dealt with the prob- 
lem ot transpoi tation on the highways. 
-. . "The incinbors of this association 
have derived a good deal of benefit 
by efforts made from time to time 
to secure better railway transportation 

•Xqv procluce. .,If we now devote our 
eneigios ■ ;t6wards seourlhg lr«proved 
highways we shall- gain an advantage 
of the very greatest value, greater 
even tnan the po.ssession of good ship- 
ping facilities. 

"This association sjbaulcl he, in my 
opinion, parcicularly interested as a 
:body in the subject of good roads, 
for undoubtedly the existence of good 
llighw^ays is e.ssential ofr the suc- 
cessful handling of fruit. 

■ "Not only fruit growers, but every 
one in the province, will gain by hav- 
ing good roads. They give a coun- 
try a good name and play a very im- 
portant part i& its development. 

■ . ".The experience -that has tauglit us 
to build houses, bax'ns and other struc- 
tures In a good and substantial man- 
ner should, tpiich us tho advantage 
ot constructing good roads. We want 
r.oads that will not become cut up 
or churned Into a morasslike state 
when the rains come on in the fall; 
roads that will not be affected by 
freezing and thawing. We want the 
labor and money spent on them to l)e 
a paying investment. AVe want roads 
that are alwiivs in good condition .for 
ii avo!, no m;i tler what the weather, is. 
A road that cuts up or becomes rough 
Is a bad road. Money and- labor spent 
on- it is ■ largely wasted-^lost in the 
mud. A. roa4-.>veU. jnade,;Ji" e„ of suit- 
able width, properly crowned and 
thoroughly drained and, always main- 
tained In that state Is an economical 

; road.'- . 

•^/"Qood- roads are largely a Question 
of" costi Tho greater the expendi- 
ture (always provided that it is spent 
Judiciously) the more rapidly can 
the liighway be improved. Neverthe- 
less, by adopting the best and most 
efficient methods, the cost can be 
kept within reasonable liuiits. One 
dollar properly spent is more effec- 
tive than two dollars squandered. We 
do not neyd elaborate, oi; costly un- 
dertakings. Good methods "and buS|- 
ipcsHlike management should- vbet^t*-* 
41m. To create an ec0Buwt}lc#>'- 




tm"ust, ha*'^-a:pei;f$&tly;i^i[rigl- , 
lot), thorougfhly, 'drained,' go" .•tljat-it 
surface^ ■iM.naotV 'brealc up.'

Effect of Bad Roads. 

"What bad roads are doing for this 
country Is only -one side p£ the, evil; 
the other ' is tvhit they al-'e' not doing. 
i;hqi.loss .does not arl^e so much from 
thenioney and labor waste' every year 
sii it does from the absence of the 
•benefits' \yhioh: good roads would 
b'rlng. , Qur loss must, be measured 
lipt so rh^ch'by tfie monfey and labor 
■we are throwing away 6n bad road.s 
as by the opportunities which would 
come to us if the roads were good. I 
do not knov/ any one thing which 
would do so much to improve the con- 
dition of life on the farm as good 
roads. . - ■ 

"Good roads would enhance the 
value of the farms, and also decrease 
the expenses in numerous ways, such 
as the wear oC vehicles and tho 
strain on the horses. l<"or, whilst a 
considerable quantity of fruit is 
shlpp^-!d iu Summer, when the high- 
ways are more or less i passable, tho 
fruit grower and farmer has consid- 
erable hauling and driving to do in 
the winter months It is cheaper to 
haul produce to- ni?irkct in one load 
than In two. Good roads will increase 
the oppoitunitioK of fruit growing; 
better markets become available. 

"l-'ruit can be marketed iu better 
condition and a purcliaser -will be ol)- 
tained. for the produce. TJiuk-r pres- 
ent conditions, in many places the 
fruit cannot be taken to niarket at 
the riglit tiine bccaiiHO of fne ditficulty 
of tran.sportlng it from the farm to tjio 
railway station or tlio city. 

"Quite an important argument in 
favor of .s'toi)S being taken to establish 
good higluvays is that the dullness and 
isolution of farm life will be overcomi; 
bv having bolter racilllies for easy 
and quick traveling. Tiiey tliereby 
tend to elev.Tto and incidentally bring 
about a better citizenship;.. .Besides 
this, ' a good, wall-constructed road is 
an object les.son to all wilO use them, 
and we would soon see the side roads 
being put into as good condition when 
those that' travel over them realize 
the vast advantage gained by having 
good highways.' 

"Undoubtedly the church, the school 
and the public meeting would be better 
attended. The reason often given for 
absence from.theso, assemblies Is that 
tho roads were lmpass.01.eW K th^-'' 
were good It would bfttlnies be a pleas- 
ure to take the drive and attend many 
'of these meetings. We should also be 
able to have the advantage of more 
social Intercourse with neighbor.-) in- 
stead of, as Is now often the case— tho 
roftds being bad — those living in the 
country districts see little or nothing 
of one aniitlier, especially at that time 
'■b£-'year when there ;ls 'more time for 
visiting. The consequence Is many 
people live very Isolated lives. 
Benefits of 'Civilization 

"Whv should not those trying to 
make hooies in the country districts 
have the benefits of civilization? How 
can the country settle up without good 
roads? With good roads, and con- 
sequently a larger population, such 
improvements- as the telephone and 
the rurftl, mail. diellvery will be accom- 
plished' facts. " The latter, unfortun- 
ately, 'has' to wait al.io upon the bene- 
volence of our politicians, wlio, whilst 
able to increase their own salaries out 
of the public fundo, arc not at pres- 
ent willing to, give this boon to tho 
country at large. I3ut you must re- 
mnnibcr this: That as far as British 
Columbia is concerned, they have an 
excellent excuse* until wo can show 
them good roads. 

"When wo consider the vii.st sums of 
money tho people of thl.^ province are 
Bending outside for agricultural pro- 
duct:-. -1: .In l-'.;;i tii>-e 'V.' to..h r-t---, t- 



make life on the far-.n more alluring

"We look for, a.nd are doing in var- 
ious ways, our best to Induce people to 
come into this coantry-iiind'^lnyestlthelr, 
money in land', tft gro>v,-f^i4iM.n^' 
produce upon. i.:vYithout doubt .we want 
them to comei^^oiijt'sJ^ti/UsSlceep them 
when thpy do .C^m'fe.

"No! only,a^^ good highways advan- 
tageous to tivpsei iu the-'cquntry, but 
they ard a ^eat .bdrieiStTcohlmerclally. 
They are the first; link In th'e' chain of 
transportation. As horticulture and 
agriculture prospers so will business 
prosper. Better markets will he avail- 
able for the products of the farm, 
which will bring more money into the 
country. This means increased sales 
for the inorchiint and greater demands 
on the manul'acturer. Bad roads, be- 
sides the retarding influence they have 
on the country by lessening its ability 
to compete in tlio markets, cause pro- 
duce to be marketed not as prices or 
demand requires, at the centre of dis- 
tribution, but as the roads permit. If 
the tniitgrowers and farmers can mar- 
ket their produce easily and regularly, 
they arc better able to meet their lia- 
bilities promptly, which also helps the 
merchant to turn his .stock over and 
meet his obligations, and thus keeps 
business running smoothlj'. 

"When it is remembered that all the 
country districts produce," arid- alSO-.-all 
that the people living in them require 
from the towns has to be, -hauled over 
the roads, It Is surSly high" time we 
took this Important mattler : up and 
agitated lor good' roafis. M the roads 
had been owned and , operated by a 
private company tho directors of the 
company would probably have long ere 
thlff been in an exceedingly unpleasant 
position. . I 'believe they 'would have 
been lynched. ' Under present condi- 
tions in British Columbia the largest 
part Of the country Is administered by 
the provincial government as far as its 
roads and bridges are concerned, the 
legislature voting certain sums of 
money to'w^irds the upkeep of the roads 
In the; dlflCTent;;4li5trl<?t3<s5t fi ,. f 
Where Municipalities Exist. ' 

"But there are localities in the pro- 
vince where there is municipal gov- 
crninCiit. In these localities, like else- 
where under similar conditions, there Is 
a tendency to starve the trunk roads, or 
order either to improve side roads,. or 
else to build new roiids for incoming 
settlers'. Besides this, th? municipali- 
ties have- not, excejit in one .-or two 
cases, -'■'a -'road supervisor who is re- 
sponsible for' the road construction. 
Thus the councillors act as road su- 
pervlsorsj and eac'h carries out his own 
id|as PS road "making for the term he 
Is ■ councillor, „or. In those municipali- 
ties- where statute labor still holds 
bway there are "numerous pi^thmasters 
who do the same thing. This obvious- 
ly causes a tremendous amount of dif- 
ference of opinion, and consequently 
there is no uniformity and no system. 

The' municipalities have complete 
controlj and have the entire upkeep of 
all foad.s. ' ' «. 

"I may say In 'this connectioh that 
the income and: expenditure on-JToad 
and bridge construction varies' very 
much in the different nninlclpalitles 
L'\)r instance; 

Coquitlam has about GO miles of road 
and .spent last year $t,SOO.; Langley has 
about 200 miles o£,;'o;ul and spent last 
year J'J.OOO; Surrey, has about 150, mU?s 
of road - and spent last year .$16,OaO; 
Burnahy has about 75 miles of road and 
spent last year $15,000. 

"I wrote to other corporations but 
received no reply, and I helleve some 
of the otliers have less income. But 
these few ligures give you an idea of 
how impossible it i-i for these cortiora- 
tions to by themselves put the trunk 
roads Into a good condition. There is 
no doubt but that the several counclLs 
are doing their best, under existing 
conditions, towards road construction 
and maintenance. 

Conditions IVIust Change. 

"It is absolutely necessary, if we wish 
to- have good highways, that existing 
conditions are changed to meet the 
present needs. The entire mainten- 
ance of the trunk roads is an unfair 
burden on the municipality. I mean, 
by trunk road, one that affords an out- 
let to one or more municipality or is 
a very much traveled road. For In- 
stance, the Yale road, the Scott road 
(between Xew Westminster and 
Blaine, or tlie New Westmlnster-'Van- 
couver" road. It is not I'Ight that the ^ 
land in tlio rural mun^cliJalltles should 
contribute tho entu-e cost. The use- 
fulness of tho road Is as much 'benefit 
to thosi.- dwolling in the cities as In 
the country. The residoiit.s know how 
important it Is to have free and un- 
interrupted communication with the 
surrounding districts at all seasons of 
tlie vo.'ir. Trade is to a great me;isure 
dependent on it. The fruit-grower! 
and farmer may use the road to draw' 
'the produce to the station or city along . 
a trunk road; he also. In most cases, j 
hauls back to his home the wares he 
has purchased from the merchant in 
the cit.v. -Vie may act as carrier, hut 
because he sui)i)lles the horses and 
wagon is no reason why tho land in 
tlu! rural dl.strict should iniy for the 
entire upkoeij ot thiytrunk roads. 

"It has been fouml in all countries 
that have taken up the 'Good lload 
Movement' that highways must be 
classified according to traffic, and a 
separate organization made to con- 
struct and maintain trunk roads. In 
most Instances these main roads are 
managed by a county coupcll, and the 
feeders to these by tho rural munici- 
palities, In England, Franco and 
Germany this system prevails— coun- 
tries where the oxcellonce of their 
highways Is proverbial. In all these 
countries the county iiays a proiior- 
tion of the cost, A county, as you 
know, will Include many important 
towns. It is also a fundamental prln- 
eitOo that the state contribute a por- 
tion of the cost. In Kngland the 
state iinys a. half of tho cost. In tlip 
United States the proportion varies in 
the different states. For instance, in 
Ne->v York the state pays 50 per cent, 
and in 1905 tho state authorized a 
bond issue of $50,000,000 toward coun- 
ty., road improvement. 3?he system 
adopted there is, briefly, that oh pe- 
tition being' presented- to the state en- 
gineer certain roads may be adopted 
as state roads. If he approves of the 
location of the road sought to he Im- 
IH-oved ho prepares plans and esti- 
mates. These are presented to the 
legislature, and if approved by that 
body the worlc Is done and the state 
pays, 50 per ( cent . ' . - 
In Other Places. 

"In New Jersey the highway law 
provides that, on petition of fl-.r- own- 
ers of two-thirds the land burderlnK 
on a road the state commissioner ot 
load will cause the road to bo im- 
luovod according to plana prepared 
l>v lilm, subject to the approval of 
tho ieglHlature. The owners pay one- 
tenth., tho county- six-tenths and tho 
filate tlireo-tenths. 

"In Connecticut tho highway Im- 
provement plan adopted la, briefly, 
that when a township votes In favor 
;■ -.■•' -.■■!'-•■• a :■ "'d lender rv- 



vlslonsof tho act, speulflcatlont;,',' are 
prepared ' for thev ,state/,'raad«comml8^ 
sion.t'i'lf ' they rWProVo, tnet township 
cou'ncllsreW contraxits,' vfho work being- 
p^rt<iij:hied^ •■ under: ; the./ supervision ot 
thesbsatate commissioner. One-third 
the*'66st 'ls paid by tho state, ono-thl d 
by, the county and one-third by tho 
township, ' , 

"The principle adopted by all the 
states Is that trunk roads should have 
state aid, ' and also that tho cost 
should be borne In reasonable propor- 
tion by the township, county and state. 

"Quebec carries out the same prin- 
ciple. 

"In Ontario they have an- act called 
tho 'Highways Improvement Act, 1907,' 
which has for its abject the encour- 
agement of good roads. Tlio province 
has voted $'J., 000,000 towards .-.-..thia; 
worl-c and coiitributos to one-third},' 
the cost of county roads, tho county 
paying the other two-thirds. Recent- 
ly the county council i of the county 
of Ontario decided to \tako over 150 
miles of road and Issued debentures 
for $80,000 for the work of improving 
these roads, tho, government adding, 
of course, the other $40,000, making 

$120,000. . : ; 

"The most important featui!ie of all 
these acts is that the heaviest trav- 
eled roads of , the county are put un- 
der one munagemont, who are In 
position to be equipped with all neces- 
sary up-to-date tools and machinery 
to carry out the work iu an economi- 
cal and satisfactory manner, the cost 
of the work being the only basis for 
State" aid. 

Similar Scheme Needed. 

"In order to put the roads of this 
l)rovinco In good condition it Is cer- 
tainly advisable tliat some similar 
scheme be put into operation as soon 
as possible, for while it may be true 
tliat conditions are not quite tho 
same here as in those older and natu- 
rally more setilod countries, still It 
cannot be said truthfully that the 
finances of British Columbia are not 
in a sufficiently satisfactory shape; to 
warrant steps being taken by the gov- 
ernment towards starting a good sys- 
tem of county roads. 

"Whether we have a highway com- 
missionei' or.axojintyxommissloner is 
really immaterial so long. aS^ the state 
and the district or county Tvhlch de- 
rives a benefit from the trunk pay a 
fair proportion of cost. In no way 
can tho government do more to lielp 
place British Columbia in a still more 
enviable position than she now holds 
than by putting it in the power of the 
people to 7nake good roads, v.dilch will 
lie as great an advertising niedlum as 
we can have. 

"I liave seen in tlie local papers that 
several localities In New Westminster 
district are petitioning the govern- 
ment to take over tho highways they 
are petitioning for. 

"in my opinion it Is absolutely 
necessary for the welfare of the coun- 
Irv that the people of Britlsli Co- 
lumbia take steps to agitate for good 
roads. With all working with that 
end in view, giving this project of 
good roads a solid support, the pro- 
vincial government would recognize 
the importance of the matter to all 
sections of thet- province, Whether un- 
der municipal oontrdl . OF under tho 
government in the matter -oiE lilghways. 
iron -I have ialready pointed- out, 
well kept highways Is a factor in the 
development of thet country, as . .es; 
sentlal .as. the existence ;of good; rallr 
ways. , , 

"It th6 fruit growers of the province 
support the-iroea-'Yoatfjmoyeihent they 
will db ifiuch'' to ■ adVincieJ the ' good 
cause. 

"The province of British Columbia 
holds first place as the greatest fruit 
producing, province Iri the Dominion 
of Canada. She has the finest cli- 
mate; why should ..she not also be the 
proud possessor of the most perfect 
highways? 

"I^et us strive for good highways."

Port au Prince is calm. .loan 
Juneau commanded a detachment of 
revolutionary trooiis during the move- 
ment of 1002, under the direction of 
Antcnor l''lrmin.

Edmonton, ' AUa, ,Tan. 13— Tho third 
session of the first legislature of Al- 
berta was opened today, tho following 
being tlie speech from the throne: 
"Mr. Speaker an.d. (Gentlemen of the 

Legislatiy^e /Assembly: 
?^'''''i',^^ave:''m■■^^^^ 

you to the third session of the first 
legslature of tho in-ovlnce of Alberta, 
For the degree of material prosperity 
whicli has marked the progress of this 
province in a year of. great stress and 
storm over tlie whole civilized world 
and our exemption from the more se- 
vere features of this crisis, our thanks 
aro duo to , Divine Province. An ex- 
traordinary severe winter followed by 
a somewhat inclement summer fore- 
shadowed widespread distress, but the 
beautiful weatlior of the autumn 
months, I have learned with pleasure 
prevented to a very large extent: such 
a calamity. 

"As loyal Canadians you will have 
observed witli ijriuc thai during the 
liuancuu dislurbunce winch lias spread 
disaster throughout the world, while 
there has been a shortage of capital, 
botii In Alberta and in tlie more popu- 
lous portions of the Dominion, yet the 
soununess ot the hnanclal -inatltutions 
of tho country has once "iriore been 
proved and the foryvard flow of- the 
trade and commence of the -Dominion 
has gone on almost unchecked. My 
miniaters have to take part durmg the 
recess.Jin two conferences, the -one Im- 
perial and the other International, on 
education and taxation, which I have 
no' doubt will have an important In- 
fluence in the administration of these 
branches of the' publlo service. 

■Itoval commlssiohers.have' been en- 
gaged" durmg the year,.Jn-the.examlna- 
tiou of conaitioni.of.'ttfe;t\yo,inost Im- 
portahtt l>rajaclies--s<if; •.traicte^-.and com- 
merce I'li'tiie prdvinceiv The agricultu- 
ral Interests of the province, which are 
at present supreme and are likely for 
many years to remain so, are deeply 
Involved In the conditions under which 
meat is marketed, and by the appoint- 
ment of a commission to examine into 
these conditions, I have endeavored to 
arrive at that precise knowledge which 
Is the first postulate of ainetioration. 
Tlie vast coal fields, which come after 
the wheat fields, alHicar to be tho larg- 
est asset with which providence has 
endowed Alberta, have also received 
attention by a commission with im- 
portant results. The report of both the 
commissions will be laid on the table 
of the House for your consideration. 

"The national wealth of the pro- 
vince, assisted by the flow of Immi- 
gration and capital which continues 
in .spite of the temporary checks im- 
posed by exceiitional weather and 
monetary condkions will, I have no 
doubt, develop in the course of a 
longer or shorter period, important 
manufacturing interests, and my mln- 
Isterai have thought it advisable at the 
outset of tho development to take ad- 
vantage to the beat' t/f, their ability of 
tlie experience of older states by Im- 
posing on that industrial development 
healthy conditions Svhile it Is still in 
its infancy. 

"A bill will be submitted lor your 
consideration providing for the regula- 
tion of the conditions of labor as re- 
gards comiiensatiou to workmen in 
case of accidents. 1 believe tliat by 
thus providing on an assured basis for 
the regulation of the coiidilioiis of 
labor as regards, compensation to 
workmen in case of acciderxts, in 
future tho relations between capital 
and labor in this province will be 
rendered more cordial from the out- 
set. It is admitted in several of tho 
most industrially advanced of the 
countries of Europe that the conditions 
under which the niining Industry Is 
carried on render it peculiarly neces- 
sary In the interests of all concerned 
to impose some limit on the hours of 
labor in this occupation. A bill has 
therefore been prepared by my min- 
isters' imposing regulations in this re- 
spect, which, 1 believe, will have a 
happy effect on this, the most promis- 
ing of our infant industries. 

"An act will be submitted for your 
consideration dealing with the estab- 
lishment ot a government drainage 
system in llie inovluce and providing 
for the oxi-ense Incident to important 
and necessary works of this descrip- 
tion being assessed against the prop- 
erty benefited. 

"Tlie province has great cause for 
thankfulness that neither crime nor 
destitution fills an important part of 
tlie social outlook at prcs'ent, but from 
neither can we hope to be altogether 
and always exempt. You will bo ask- 
ed to make financial provision for the 
establislinient of an Industrial school 
for the better care and instruction of 
a class of boys whose circuinslances 
and character calls for siieciui treat- 
ment. 

"Your approval will be asked for a 
number of bills which experience has 
shown to bo necessary for the better 
admiulstratfon of Iho affairs of the 
[irovlnce, as well as for a number of 
amendments to the ordinances of the 
Northwest Territories and statutes of 
the province. The public accounts and 
estimates will be laid beforo-you at an 
^arly date. 

"Mr; Speakor;,and, Gentlemen of the 
Legislative :Assembly; V t66\ every as- 
surance 'that these and other meas- 
ures brotighjt to your attention will 
receive the'riioat careful consideration, 
and that the same will resplt In the 
advaftcement, welfare and prosperity 
of thfe province." ' V;' '

VANCOUVER LADIES 
OFFEilNBilEETION 

Dr, Pagan's Remarks at, Anti- 
Tuberculosis Society; ^ 
Meeting 



Vancouver, Jan. IC. — An adjourned 
meotlngr of the Anti-Tuberculosis so- 
ciety, which was formoil last weclc un- 
der the constitution as a branch of the 
British Columbia Antl-Tubcrculosls 
society, was held yesterday afternoon 
in the., board of trade, rooms for the 
purpose) jOf. electing offlcers. 

Mrs. Herbert J. Ross was appoint- 
ed chairman of the meeting, and Mrs. 
Phelan, secretary. 

Dr. C. J. Fagan addres.'iPil tlio meet- 
ing, saying he considi rcd it dosirabla 
that there be "a chanee In tlie adminis- 
tration of the afCaii-H of tlie society, 
and proceedeci to offer suggestions as 
to 'the '.election' of a president to which 
Mrs; Boak took exception, asl;lng Dr. 
] Fagan if he had any right to make 
1 such suggestions. 

Dr. Fagan replied that he had not, 
but offered as his excuse for so doing, 
his opinion that during its two years' 
existence the society had not accom- 
plished as much work as it miglit h;wi', 
In fact, had done vractically iiolliing. 

Madame Martin indignantly de- 
manded to -know wlio -had been Instru- 
rnentat In raising .the large Bum of 
money which had' been forthcoming 
for the cause in Vancouver, to which 
Dr. 'E^gim r«ii>Uea that lihi? WoSrk had 
'. beeii done by iVie junior branch of the 
■ soblety, the Girls' auxiliary, who bad, 
. ; h'e;'a!dihltted, received more or less as- 
!^,/sistanco from the older society. He 
:' went on to say, however, that there 
V'VVas much more to be done than the 
mere raising of money, that it was 
ol.'so Important to create a general in- 
terest In the cause, and to bring into 
the society people' who would under- 
take active work among the consump- 
tives of the city. In tliis matter he 
compared the apathy of the Vancouver 
society with the activity in Victoria, 
where tents -have,, been erected, and 
nurses provided" for f he ■ treatment of 
local cases. ■ 

Mrs. L. G. McPhillips,. who was pres- 
ent as the representative' of the Girls' 
auxiliary, asked permission to speak, 
and said that when the older society 
was organized it was for the purpose 
of raising a maintenance fund for a 
sanitarium, that it was pledged to this 
object, and that its funds might not 
be diverted and that the junior branch 
had therefore been formed for this very 
purpose, namely, the taking up of local 
work, and that If this department of 
the work had not received duef^;,atteh- 
tion the blame must rest with the jun- 
ior branch'. - •■ . ,, 

Madame Martin made a spirited de- 
fence of both branches, claiming that 
excellent worli had been done by both. 
She said that Dr. Fagan was,' and had 
been in the past, unjust' to the Van- 
■ couver society, and she requested him 
tti allow tho election of officers to be 
carried out Itt accordance with the 
wishes of the members present. 

Mrs. W. H. Griffin agreed wlthj Ma- 
dame Martin, and reproached Dr. Fa- 
gan for the disparaging, remarks on tlio 
work .of the sbclety madia by him at the 
meeting of the National Council of 
#onieri In July, andvejcprpssed her 
opinion thBt.'tbejiJnpircSslon. th.feri cre- 
; 'atedi lnv the mind of- the public, must 
: b6 ■ reihoved before good work could 
bfe done. 

Dr. Fagan expressed regret that any- 
thing he had said, or might say, should 
affect the principle at issue. 
. At the reciuest of several members 
Dr. Stephen gave a detailed explana- 
tion of the rules and regulations gov- 
erning the new constitution. Ho con- 
cluded by saying that he considered 
that to a certain extent all had failed 
• In their duty to tlie cause, and that 
the men of the city had been more 
careless in the matter than tlie wo- 
men.

FROM GEORGE HAM 



Suggestions to New Westmin- 
ster Men as to tlie Best 
. . . . Methods - .y^ 



New Westminster, Jan... 16,— •G,e9rge 
H, Ham, known as a '.publlcltyl expert 
from one end of the Dominion , ,tp the 
other, was one of the 'chief' speakers 
at a public meeting held ' yesterday 
evening in the council chamber forth^. 
purpose of discussing ways -and means 
of thoroughly advertising the resources 
of this city and district throughout 
the older provinces and in "the old 
country. Mr. Ham was Introduced to 
the meeting by B. A. Paige, who re- 
ferred to him as one of the highest 
paid pubtloHy' men on the American 
continent today. In tho course of his 
address to the meeting, Mr. Ham de- 
clared that, judging from the progress 
this city had made since he had llrst 
seen it some twenty years ago he 
would consider that the citizens had 
not been so slow in tho advertising 
as some pooiJle would like to make 
believe. 

Discussing varlou.f methods of ad- 
vertising, j\lr. Ham laid strong stress 
upon tlie unapproacliablo ad\-aiuagea 
oll'ered by newspapeis, v.'hich he con- 
sidered the best advertising nictllums 
of all. His contention was that tlie 
advertising that paid best was the ad- 
N-ertising that was presented to those 
interested under tho guise of news. 
If advocated the engaging of a man 
who could write breezy, sntippy stories, 
which would bo accepted by tho east- 
ern papers and published without cost 
to the city sender because of tho fact 
that they would bo treated as now. 

Booklets, pamphlets, picture ch-cu- 
culars, and other attractive literature, 
was also a sjiiendid means of attract- 
ing attention to a city, according to 
-Mr. Ham, who detailed tho worlc that 
liad lieen done by other cities, instanc- 
ing Nel.son and Saslcatoon, which had 
greatly increased their population by 
this means. In closing his speech, Mr. 
Ham intimated that he would be 
pleased to distribute any literature 
that might bo gotten up by tho pub- 
licity bureau, ilnd that he would In- 
struct C. P. R. agents to place this In 
the reading matter, boxes at stations 
along the main line. His remafks 
were punttuated With expressions of 
approval -on the part oC-the audience, 
a vote pf thanks ' 'belns...teaderdd to 
him later. In the meeting.- '. •
